Use Cooking Box as a Refrigerator 


By U, S. Department of Agriculture 


The fireles-h cooker can be used to keep things cold as well as hot, be- 


cause heat cannot pass in from the outside to warm the contents any more 
than it can pass out to cool them. In this respect it works very much like 
a refrigerator. 
In fact, both the rooking box and the icebox are constructed 


on the same principle, namely that of supplying a constant-temperature 
chamber with nonconducting walls. 
Well-constructed ice boxes are made 


with some insulating material or dead-air space between the inner and outer 
walls, and the covers and doors close in .such a way as to prevent heat escap- 
ing In or out through them. Of course the more often the doors are opened 
the more heat passes in and the more quickly the ire melts and the tempera- 
ture rises throughout all parts of the box. Fortunately this is less serious 
than the loss of heat when a fireless cooker is opened. 


When the cooker is used to keep things- cool they must be chilled to 


the desired temperature before they are put in. The more nearly heat proof 
the walls the longer the material keeps its original temperature.

POULTRY GROWER 


Cholera and blackhead, a common 


disease of which many kinds of do- 
mestic poultry die, but most commonly 
chickens and turkeys, has no real 
name in poultry annals, though on 
making a diagnosis of the dead birds 
often it is called cholera, blackhead 
and a few other names, when, after 
all, it is merely acute inflammation of 
the intestines caused by feeding con- 
stipating food, .says one person. 


It is true that fowls after eating 


drastic poisons, will show up with the 
same intestinal inflammation, but it 
is more commonly due to feeding a 
too-heavily concentrated ration. It ia 
the mysterious disease that so often 
kills hogs, calves and sheep. In the 
first it is, as in poultry, too often at- 
tributed to cholera, and the owner 
goes on feeding in the old way instead 
of giving the flock, or the herd, plenty 
of pure water at all hours to quickly 
pass the concentrated food on to quirk 
elimination, helped

doses of Epsom salts. 


This neglect is more apparent with 


poultry than other stock. Corn is one 
of the feeds most sure to bring OQ 
this condition, if fed in large quanti- 
ties to any kind of -f>ck.

The firelos#s cooker can bo usod to kor'p things cold as woll as hot, be­ 
cause boat cannot pass in from the outside to .warm the contents any more 
than it can pass out to cool them* In this respect it works very much like 
a refrigerator. In fact, both the cooking box and the icebox are constructed 
on the same principle, namely that of supplying a constant-temperalure 
chamber with nonconducting walls. 
Well-constructed ice boxes are made 
with some insulating material or dead-air space between the inner and outer 
walls, and the covers and doors close in such a way as to prevent heat escap­ 
ing in or out through them. Of course the more often the doors are opened 
the more heat passes in and the more quickly the ice melts and the4 tempera­ 
ture rises throughout all parts of the box» 
Fortunately this itf less serious 
than the loss of heat when a flreless cooker is opened. 


When the cooker is used to keep »thing?? cool they must be chilled to 
the desired temperature before they are put in. 
The more nearly heat proof 
the walls the longer the material keeps its original temperature. 
Ice cream

What receptacles It is bosfe to usq for things to be kept cool in the cooker 
depends on their kind. The material can often be put directly into the pall, 
just as if it were to be cooked. 
For liquids \t is sometimes more convenient 
to use a low bottle or a fruit jar which will sot into the nest. If ice is to be 
used it is usually cracked and packed around the bottle or dish.

EXAMINE MEADOWS CLOSELY 


Qrass or Grain Should Be Carefully 


Inspected to Detect Presence of 


Caterpillars—Poisoned Baits 


May Be Used. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Watchfulness is the key to success 


in cases of invasion by army worms, 
which are young of certain moths or 
millers that fly only at night. The 
eggs from which the army worms 
hatch are laid commonly on grasses 
cr grasslike grains and the tiny cater- 
pillars, upon hatching, feed for several 
days near the ground, hidden by over- 
hanging grasses or grains and thus 
may escape notice until nearly 
full 


grown, by which time they have be- 
come widely distributed over the in- 
fested fields. 


Upon the discovery of the pest in its 


younger stages depends very largely 
the possibility of stamping out infes- 
tations before serious injury to crops 
has 
occurred. 
Meadows therefore 


should be examined frequently, partic- 
ularly those planted to timothy, blue- 
grass, wheat, and especially millet, to 
discover the young worms. 
If the infested spot he small, the grass 
or grain can be mowed off and straw- 
scattered over the spot and burned, 
thus destroying the worms. If the 
caterpillars have become distributed 
over a considerable area, this can be 
marked off by stakes and the crop 
sprayed heavily with a solution of 
paris green at the rate of one pound 
to 50 gallons of water, or of arsenate 
of lead at the rate of two pounds 
of the paste or one pound of the pow- 
der to 50 gallons of water. 
Poisoned Baits for the Army Worm. 


Poisoned halts have long been used 


as a means of destroying the numer- 
ous species of cutworms and also the 
army worm. An efficient bait of this 
kind may be prepared and used as fol- 
lows: To 50 pounds of wheat bran 
and one pound of paris green or two 
pounds of pondered arsenate of lead; 
add the juice of one-half dozen or- 
anges or lemons.

Terraces require considerable care 


and attention, especially during the 
first year, before the loose soil has had- 
time to become settled thoroughly. 
All apparently weak places should be 
visited after every hesny rain, and 
any breaks should be repaired immedi- 
ately with a shovel. It is he--t not to 
cultivate the terraces the first year, 
but to seed them to some kind of cover 
crop. 


It is advisable to run the crop rows 


parallel to the terraces, one row be- 
ing planted on top of the terrace. The 
cultivation of the top row tends to 
keep the top of the terrace at the 
proper height. 
Where the rows arc 


run across the terraces, as is done 
commonly on moderate slopes, the top

mass to a stiff dough by adding low- 
grade molasses or sirup, preferably 
molasses, and scatter the mixture 
broadcast in small pieces throughout 
the infested field. 


In case the worms are not discov- 


ered until they have begun to travel 
la a mass, usually they can be destroy- 
ed by furrowing or ditching complete- 
ly around the infected area. 
Sirtnmary of Control Measures for the 


Army Worm. 


1. "Watch fields of growing grass 


and grain carefully, 
especially 
the 


meadows, during the spring and early 
summer months, to discover the army 
worms before they become full grown 
and spread over the entire farm. 
When the worms are discovered at 
work, do not lose a minute, but attack 
them vigorously by means of the meas- 
ures outlined in foregoing paragraphs. 
. 2. Poison them by spraying crops 
not intended for forage with one 
pound of paris green to 50 gallons of 
water, or with two pounds of pow- 
dered arsenate of lead to 50 gallons 
of water. In case the paris green is 
used on tender plants, like corn, add 
two pounds of freshly-slaked lime to 
50 gallons of the mixture. This is to 
prevent burning the tender plants. 
Where spraying is not practicable, 
the use of the polsoned-bran bait al- 
ready mentioned is strongly 
recom- 


mended.

As a result, the terraces 
are more liable to break, and much 
more maintenance work is required 
than where the rows are run parallel 
to the terraces. 


All terraces 
th.it are 
cultivated 


should be plowed at least once a year, 
nnd the soil should be thrown to the 
center. In this way the height of (he 
terrace is kept up and the base may 
be broadened each year. 


Steep land that washes badly be- 


tween the terraces should not be cul- 
tivated. 
The terraces should first be 


well built and the entire field seeded 
to grass and used for pasture or 
meadow. 


When it is found necessary to cross 


a farm road in terracing a field, the 
building of the terraces should be con- 
tinued across without regard to the 
road. Where the terraces are as mu< h 
an 20 feet broad, no provision need be 
made for passing traffic across them, 
but they should he carefully 
main- 


tained 
to prevent possible breaks. 


Where the terraces are not more than 
ten feet broad, considerable inconveni- 
ence to traffic and injury to the ter- 
races generally results where no pro- 
vision for crossing is made. 
Some- 


times the water is carried under the 
roadway by a culvert, but the principal 
objections to this are that the capac- 
ity of the waterway is greatly reduced 
and the free How of tho w.iter through 
the culvert is often obstructed by 
stalks or other trash washed Irom tne. 
field. 
A wooden bridge spanning the 


channel, so as not to reduce vry much 
the cross-sectional area of the water- 
way, makes a more desirable and sat- 
isfactory crossing.

EXAMINE MEADOWS CLOSELY 


Grass or Grain Should Be Carefully 
Inspected to Dctcct Prcscnce of 
Caterpillars—Poisoned Baits 
May Be Used. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Watchfulness is the lcey to success 
in cases of invasion by army worms, 
which are young of certain moths or 
millers that ily only at night The 
eggs from which the army worms 
hatch are laid commonly on grasses 
or grasslike grains and the tiny cater­ 
pillars, upon hatching, feed for several 
days near the ground, hidden by over­ 
hanging grasses or grains and thus 
may escape notice until nearly full 
grown, by which time they have be­ 
come widely distributed over the in­ 
fested fields. 


Upon the discovery of the pest in its 
younger stages depends very largely 
the possibility of stamping out infes­ 
tations before serious injury to crops 
has 
occurred. 
Meadows 
therefore 
should be examined frequently, partic­ 
ularly those planted to timothy, blue- 
grass, wheat, and especially millet, to 
discover the young worms. 
If the infested spot be small, the grass 
or grain can be mowed off and straw 
scattered over the spot and burned, 
thus destroying the worms. If the 
caterpillars have become distributed 
over a considerable area, this can be 
marked off by stakes and the crop 
sprayed heavily with a solution of 
paris green at the rate of one pound 
to 50 gallons of water, or of arsenate 
of load at the rate of two pounds 
of the paste or one pound of the pow­ 
der to GO gallons of water. 
Poisoned Balts for the Army Worm. 


Poisoned baits have long been used 
as a means of destroying the numer­ 
ous species of cutworms and also the 
army worm. An efficient bait of this 
kind may be prepared and used as fol­ 
lows: 
To 50 pounds of wheat bran 
and one pound of paris green or two 
pounds of powdered arsenate of lead; 
add the juice of one-half dozen or­ 
anges or lemons.

Should Be Looked After Before 


Loose Soil Settles. 


Wea?< Placcs Should Be Inspected Im­ 
mediately After Each Rain and 
Breaks Repaired—Sow Some 
Kind of Cover Crops. 


(Prepared by the United States D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 


Terraces require considerable care 
and attention, especially during the 
first year, before the loose soil has had* 
time to become settled thoroughly. 
All apparently weak places should be 
visited after every heavy rain, and 
any breaks should be repaired immedi­ 
ately with a shovel. It is best not to 
cultivate the terraces the first year, 
but to seed them to some kind of cover 
crop. 


It is advisable to run fhe crop rows 
parallel to the terraces, one row be­ 
ing planted on top of the terrace. The 
cultivation of the top row tends to 
keep the top of the terrace at the 
proper height. 
Where the rows are 
run across the terraces, as is done 
commonly on moderate slopes, the top

mass to a stiff dough by adding low- 
grade molasses or sirup, preferably 
molasses, 
and scatter the mixturo 
broadcast in small pieces throughout 
the infested field. 


In case %the worms are not discov- 1 
ered until they have begun to travel i 
in a mass, usually they can be destroy- I 
ed by furrowing or ditching complete­ 
ly around the infected area. 
Summary of Control Measures for the 


Army Worm. 


1. 
Watch fields of growing grass 
and grain 
carefully, especially the 
meadows, during the spring and early 
summer months, to discover the army 
worms before they become full grown 
and spread over the entire farm. 
When the worms are discovered at 
work, do not lose a minute, but attack 
Jhem vigorously by means of the meas­ 
ures outlined in foregoing paragraphs. 


2. 
Poison them by spraying crops 
not intended for forage with one 
pound of paris green to 50 gallons of 
water, or with two pounds of pow­ 
dered arsenate of lead to 50 gallons 
of water. In case the paris green is 
used on tender plants, like corn, add 
two pounds of freshly-slaked lime to 
50 gallons of the mixture. This is to 
prevent burning the tender plants. 
Where spraying is not practicable, 
the use of the poisoned-bran bait al­ 
ready mentioned is stropgly recom­ 
mended. 


3. In case the" worms are crawling 
in a* body, surround them with a fur- 
row'jor ditch and crush them witli a 
log drag) cs they fall into it.

soil is moved down the side slopes by 
cultivation. As a result, the terraces 
are more liable to break, and much 
more maintenance work is required 
than where the rows are run parallel 
to the terraces. 


All 
terraces that are cultivated 
should be plowed at least once a year, 
and the soil should be thrown to the 
center. In this way the height of the 
terrace is kept up and the base may 
• be broadened each year. 


Steep land that washes badly be­ 
tween the terraces should not bp cul­ 
tivated. The terraces should first be 
well built and the entire field seeded 
to grass and used for pasture or 
meadow. 


When it is found necessary to cross 
a farm road in terracing a field, the 
building of the terraces should bo con­ 
tinued across without regard to the 
road. Where the terraces are as much 
ar. 20 feet broad, no provision need be 
made for passing traffic across them, 
but they should be carefully main­ 
tained to prevent possible breaks. 
Where the terraces are not more than 
ten feet broad, considerable inconveni­ 
ence to traffic and injury to the ter­ 
races generally results where no pro­ 
vision for crossing is made. 
Some­ 
times the water is carried under the 
roadway by a culvert, but the principal 
objections to this are that the capac­ 
ity of the waterway is greatly reduced 
and the free flow of the water through 
the culvert is often obstructed by 
stalks or other trash washed from the 
field. A wooden bridge spanning the 
channel, so as not to reduce very much 
the cross-sectional area of the water­ 
way, makes a more desirable and sat­ 
isfactory crossing.

The British postal censor is soon go- 


ing the way of the telegraph and cable 
censorship—out. 
Judging from criti- 


cisms in America, such as that of the 
Merchants' association to the postmas- 
ter general, the going of this war in- 
stitution will be just as joyously wel- 
comed abroad as in England. 
But 


whatever the petulance of those who 
think war restrictions have held over 
too long, the postal censor, in the opin- 
ion of those who have watcherii his 
work from the viewpoint of British and 
allied security throughout the war, 
has been of the greatest service In 
defeating Germany. 


The nearness of the date of the de- 


mise of this institution has called forth 
considerable 
information 
about 
its 


work. 
Thus far, however, there has 


been no amusing side such as was 
shown during the obsequies for the 
cable censorship. 


Just after Mr. Lloyd George succeed- 


ed Lord Kitchener as secretary for 
war it is related that he pi'ovlded the 
ammunition for the censor to give the 
paragraphers a lease on war life. Mr. 
Lloyd George went to Bramshott to 
bid good by to a Canadian division 
about to cross the channel. 
After 


the inspection he made a speech from 
his motorcar, concluding with a quo- 
tation from the Bible: "And may the 
Lord of Ilosts be with you." 
Corre- 


spondents who sent their dispatches 
first to the censor were surprised to 
find the final words of the secretary 
running in this fashion: 
"And may 


— 
be with you." 
It 


wras amusing, but also serious, in the 
minds of the news writers, so they 
protested. However, they got their re- 
ply from the censor's department: 
"The kaiser, having claimed the Lord 
as his aid-de-camp, no reference must 
be made to the Divinity in this connec- 
tion." 


The postal censor ID London was the 
dam which held the flood of continental 
mail until each portion of It could be 
passed upon and approved before be- 
tag scattered over the wide world. 


An idea of the Immensity of the task 


can be obtained from the fact that a 
staff of nearly a hundred expert lin- 
guists was constantly employed to ex- 
amine and approve mail matter writ- 
ten and printed In more than a hun- 
dred languages and dialects. 
Manu- 


scripts in every conceivable tongue 
found their plac^ In this great mass 
of mall, estimated t', about 150,000 let- 
ters daily. 


Much of the mall was passed with 


only mechanical Inspection, so sure did 
the examiners become of certain cate- 
gories of communications. 
But con- 


siderable more than the time saved on 
harmless mail was consumed in ex- 
haustive examination 
and tests of 


questionable matter, some of which 
was subjected to all manner of acid 
and X-ray inquiry to detect hidden 
messages. 


Smuggling Prevented. 


There was also for a time a great 


smuggling campaign, harmless looking 
bundles such as newspapers contain- 


ing various commodities then obtain- 
able In enemy countries, such as cof- 
fee, rice, tobacco, sugaf. ana so on. 
Some even contained rubber hiddtn be- 
tween the pages of the papers. 


The most-sought-after evidence was 


that of 'military character, and the 
censorship/ of mails more than repaid 
its expensive outlay in detecting in- 
formation that might have wrought 
havoc with allied arms, or at least 
helped Germany in no uncertain de- 
gree. There Is little doubt that none 
of that character of Information which 
the censorship obtained will be mad* 
public, but officials directing Britain'* 
war machines have not been slow to sajr 
that thanks to the postal censorship 
much valuable military Information, of 
every conceivable character, came to 
their attention. 


Propaganda was the greatest and 


most constant effort of the Germans. 
The most harmless appearing sets of 
newspapers and magazines, some of 
them with covers dated before the 
war, dispatched from neutral nations 
to individuals or societies, such as sci- 
entific organizations, were often found 
to contain the latest German accusa- 
tions of British mismanagement In 
Egypt, India or Ireland. Books, not al- 
ways in German, were found to con- 
tain everything except what the title 
proclaimed. 
The postal censorship to- 


day possesses an intensely interesting 
museum of many of the propaganda 
carriers the Germans sent out, or 
caused to be sent out from their agents 
in neutral countries.

ship, however, has thwarted many en- 
emy schemes that make just as in- 
teresting or more interesting read- 
ing.

censorship was a much farther reach- 
ing organization than was attempted 
In America, simply because England 
was the channel through which virtu- 
ally all questionable mail matter flowed.

Talk Thousands of Miles. 


Contemporaneous with this was the 


commercial development of the radio 
telephone for ground and ship use by 
engineers of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company. 
This culmi- 


nated in a successful 
transmission 


from the naval, radio station at Arling- 
ton to stations thousands of miles 
away. 


In May, 1017. steps were taken to 


combine the experience of the engi- 
neers nnd of the' army in developing 
the airplane wireless. 


Six weeks later the airplane tele- 


phone was a fact, and in October, 3917, 
a long-range test was made. Tele- 
phonic communication was carried on 
between airplanes in flight up to 25 
miles 
apart and from airplane to 


ground up to a distance of 45 miles. 


The development of A 
Toice command- 


ed flying was definitely begun at Gerst- 
ncr field, La., in May, 1<J18. On June 1 
an aerial review was given by an air 
fleet of two squadrons of IS planes 
each, followed by a close order drill . 
by a section of six airplanes. 


Throughout the review and the drill 


command was exercised by the voice 
of the commander flying with the fleet. 
In September following, voice com- 
manded flying was instituted at sev- 
eral other fields. 


Avoids Many Accidents. 


By using the airplane radio tele- 


phone in instructing aviators in aerial 
gunnery it was found possible to reach 
the sn.me efficiency with a saving of 
one-third of the time. By exercising 
control over pilots in the air, accidents 
were practically eliminated. 


At the signing of the armistice, de- 


velopment and training in voice com- 
manded flying was well under way. 
Numerous demonstrations were held 
during November and December and a 
fleet of 204 airplanes was maneuvered 
in the air at San Diego by voice com- 
mand. 


In the practical application of the 


airplane radio telephone to airplanes, 
over 6,000 flights have been made with 
this apparatus in this country. In the 
last 2,000 flights there have been only 
74 cases of airplane trouble and only 
25 cases of radio trouble.

The United States has launched the 
great experiment.

bly demobilization will be completed 
within two months or so, and there 
will be a “wet spell” at least in. some 
states until the constitutional amend­ 
ment goes into effect on January 16. 


At present there is considerable con­ 
fusion concerning the scope and the 
enforcement of the emergency law. 
A 
federal court has ruled in favor of 
beer and wine containing not to ex­ 
ceed 2% per cent of alcohol and in 
many localities the dealers are taking 
a chance and dispensing those drinks. 
In most states the old and new laws 
on prohibition prevent even this. 
In 
any case the manufacture and sale of 
all drinks with the greater alcoholic 
content are barred and Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palmer has ordered rigid enforce­ 
ment of the law relating to them. 


The “wets” have been making a 
game but losing fight, and the “drys” 
have refused to yield at any point.

course all this is contrary to the 
terms Germany accepted, and If the 
stories are true the allies will have 
to get busy again, 
The German» can 
be trusted in one respect, and one 
only. 
They will evade the treaty If 
it is possible for them to do so. 


All matters concerning the peace 
treaties are now in the hands of the 
new council of five, comprising Lan­ 
sing, 
Plchon, 
Balfour, 
Tit toni 
and 
Makino. Tittoni let it be known that 
Italy wished all territory taken from 
Austria to bo definitely disposed oi 
in the Austrian treaty, which meant 
that that pact could not be formulated 
for sime time and not without a pro­ 
tracted debate over the Fiume ques­ 
tion especially. 


The Chinese delegates said they ex­ 
pected to sign the treaty with Aus­ 
tria, in which they found nothing ob­ 
jectionable, and thereby gain admis­ 
sion to the League of Nations despite 
the withholding of 
their signatures 
from the German treaty. 
China prob­ 
ably will make a separate peace with 
Germany. 
In refusing to 
sign 
the 
German treaty the Chinese delegates 
disobeyed 
their 
instructions 
from 
Peking, being influenced by the south 
China revolutionaries. 


The Turkish delegation 
to 
Paria 
was sent back home in a htirry be­ 
cause its ideas concerning the main­ 
tenance of the Ottoman empire were 
quite contrary to the plans of the al­ 
lies. 
These plans, however, are still 
Inchoate. Greece, which wanted pos­ 
session of Constantinople and realizes 
that she cannot have it, is urging that 
the United »States accept the mandate 
for that city as well as for Armenia, 
but there is moréwtfian a* chance that 
the Americans would not 
agrefe 
to 
tiiis. 
Meanwhile the Greek forces in 
Asia Minor are fighting three Turkish 
armies over which the government of 
Turkey says it has no control. 


The French foreign olllce gave out 
the texts of the proposed agreements 
of France with the United »States and 
Great 
Britain 
designed 
to 
protect 
France against unprovoked aggression 
by Germany. 
The pacts differ in tlmt 
Great Britain “consents to come“ to 
the rescue of France, while the ignited 
States “will be bound to come imme­ 
diately.“ 


Various plans are being devised by 
the Germans to save the former kaiser 
from trial and punishment, including 
the formation of a national league 
for the “protection of his freedom and 
'life,” 
Von Bethmann-IloJlweg, 
for­ 
mer 
Imperial 
chancellor, 
formally 
asked the allied and associated pow­ 
ers to place him on trial instead of 
the former emperor, assuming respon­ 
sibility for all the acts for which 
William is blamed. The German gen­ 
eral staff, which resigned, agreed to 
withdraw its resignations if the gov­ 
ernment would promise not to give up 
the ex-kaiser for arraignment before 
a court.

THWART MANY FOE SCHEMES 


British 
Official 
Expunged “Lord of 
Hosts” From Lloyd George's Speech 
as Kaiser’s "Aid do Camp”

The British postal censor is soon go­ 
ing the way of the telegraph and cable 
censorship—out. 
Judging from criti­ 
cisms in America, such as that of the 
Merchants’ association to the postmas­ 
ter general, the going of this war In­ 
stitution will be just as joyously wel­ 
comed abroad as In England. 
But 
whatever the petulance of those who 
think war restrictions have hold over 
too long, the postal censor, in the opin­ 
ion of those who have watched* his 
work from the viewpoint of British and 
allied security throughout the war, 
has 6een of the greatest service In 
defeating Germany. 


iTlie nearness of the date of the de­ 
mise of this institution has called forth 
considerable 
information 
about 
its 
work. 
Thus far, however, there has 
been no amusing side such as was 
shown during the obsequies for the 
cable censorship. 


Just after Mr. Lloyd George Succeed­ 
ed Lord Kitchener as secretary for 
war it is related that he provided the 
ammunition for the censor to give the 
paragraphers a lease on war life. Mr. 
Lloyd George went to Bramshott to 
bid good by to a Canadian division 
about to cross the channel. 
After 
the inspection he made a speech from 
his motorcar, concluding with a quo­ 
tation from the Bible: “And may the 
Lord of Hosts be with you.“ 
Corre­ 
spondents who sent their dispatches 
first to the censor were surprised to 
find the final words of the secretary 
running in this fashion: 
“And may 


---------------------------be with you/* 
It 


was amusing, but also serious, in the 
minds of the news writers, so they 
protested. However, they got their re­ 
ply from the censor’s departm ent: 
“The kaiser, having claimed the Lord 
as his aid-de-camp, no reference must 
be made to the Divinity in this conne.c- 
tion.“ 


Enemy Schemes Thwarted. 


As I said, the postal censorship has 
as yet turned up no morsel of rela­ 
tive choiceness. 
The postal censor­ 
ship, however, has thwarted many en­ 
emy schemes that make just as in­ 
teresting or more interesting read­ 
ing. 
Furthermore, the British postal 
censorship was a much farther reach­ 
ing organization than was attempted 
in America, simply because England 
was the channel through which virtu­ 
ally all questionable mail matter flowed. 


The postal censor in London was the 
dam which held the flood of continental 
mail until each portion of it could be 
passed upon and approved before be­ 
ing scattered over the wide world. 


An Idea of the immensity of the task 
can be obtained from the fact that a 
staff of nearly a hundred expert lin­ 
guists was constantly employed to ex­ 
amine and approve mail matter writ­ 
ten and printed in more than a hun­ 
dred languages and dialects. 
Manu­ 
scripts in every conceivable tongue 
found their place in this great mass 
of mail, estimated at about 150,000 let­ 
ters daily. 


Much of the mail was passed with 
only mechanical inspection, so sure did 
the examiners become of certain cate­ 
gories of communications. 
But con­ 
siderable more than the time saved on 
harmless mail was consumed in ex­ 
haustive 
examination and tests of 
questionable matter, some of which 
was subjected to all manner of acid 
and X-ray inquiry to detect hidden 
messages. 


Smuggling Prevented. 


There was also for a time a great 
smuggling campaign, harmless looking 
bundles such as newspapers contain­ 


ing various commodities then obtain­ 
able in enemy countries, such as cof­ 
fee, rice, tobacco, sugai\ and so on. 
Some even contained rubber hiddtn be­ 
tween the pages of the papers. 


The mpst-sought-after evidence was 
that of ’military character, and the 
censorship/of mails more than repaid 
its expensive outlay in detecting in­ 
formation that might have Wrought 
havoc- with allied arms, or at least 
helped Germany in no uncertain de­ 
gree. There is little doubt that none 
of that character of information which 
the censorship obtained will be mad© 
public, but officials directing Britain1* 
war machines have not been slow to say 
that thanks to the postal censorship 
much valuable military information, of 
every conceivable character, came to 
their attention. 


Propaganda was the greatest and 
most constant effort of the Germans. 
The most harmless appearing sets of 
newspapers and magazines, some of 
them with covers dated before the 
war, dispatched from neutral nations 
to individuals or societies, such as sci­ 
entific organizations, were often found 
to contain the latest German accusa­ 
tions of British mismanagement in 
Egypt, India or Ireland. Books, not al­ 
ways in German, were found to con­ 
tain everything except what the title 
proclaimed. 
The postal censorship to­ 
day possesses an intensely interesting 
museum of many of the propaganda 
carriers the Germans sent out, or 
caused to be sent out from their agents 
in neutral countries.

Talk Thousands of Miles. 


Contemporaneous with this was the 
commercial development of the radio 
telephone for ground and ship use by 
engineers of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company. 
This culmi­ 
nated in a successful transmission 
from the naval, radio station at Arling­ 
ton to stations thousands of miles 
away. 


In May, 1917, steps were taken to 
combine the experience of -the engi­ 
neers and of the* army in developing 
the airplane wireless. 


Six weeks later the airplane tele­ 
phone was a fact, and in October, 1917, 
a long-range test was made. Tele­ 
phonic communication was carried on 
between airplanes in flight up to 25 
miles 
apart and from airplane to 
ground up to a distance of 45 miles. 


The development of voice command­ 
ed flying was definitely begun at Gerst- 
ner field, La., in May, 191S. On June 1 
an aerial review was given by an air 
fleet of two squadrons of IS planes 
each, followed by a close order drill 
by a section of six airplanes. 


Throughout the review and the drill 
command was exercised by the voice 
of the commander flying with the fleet. 
In »September following, voice com­ 
manded flying was instituted at Sev­ 
eral other fields. 


Avoids Many Accidents. 


By using the airplane radio tele­ 
phone in instructing aviators in aerial 
gunnery it was found possible to reach 
the same efficiency with a saving of 
one-third of the time. 
By exercising 
control over pilots in the air, accidents 
were practically eliminated. 


At the signing of the armistice, de­ 
velopment and training in voice com­ 
manded flying was well under way. 
Numerous demonstrations were held 
during November »and December and a 
fleet of 204 airplanes was maneuvered 
in the air at San Diego by voice com­ 
mand. 


In the practical application of the 
airplane radio telephone to airplanes, 
over 0,000 flights have been made with 
this apparatus in this country. 
In the 
last 2,000 flights there have been only 
74 cases of airplane trouble and only 
25 cases of radio trouble.

There are many interesting features— 


features that make this a modern, effi- 
cient barn—shown in the floor plan of 
the dairy stable that accompanies this 
nrtic-le. 
Through the center of the 


barn there is a driveway, 6 feet 6 
Inches wide, while on either side are 
litter alleys, 5 feet 2 inches wide. 


Arrangement of Stalls. 


The single cow stalls are ranged 


along the driveway, which also is used 
as the feed alley. Single stalls facing 
the feed alley provide for 16 cows, 
e"ght on each side. At the front of the 
building are two stalls, a bull pen and 
n pen for the calves. At the rear of 
the building are feed rooms and the 
entrance to the silo chute, while on ei- 
ther side is an open water tank, sup- 
plied by the farm water system. There 
are ten windows on each side of the 
barn and a ventilation system leading 
to the ventilators on the roof. 


All of these features will have an 


Immediate appeal to the dairyman who 


a position to predict future conditions. 
For those reasons the farmer or dairy- 
man who is successful must have his 
milk and butter manufacturing estab- 
lishment built and equipped so that he 
can produce what he has to sell at the 
least cost. In this way his herd will 
pay him a handsome profit.

Housing the dairy herd in the winter 
so that the cowrs will be most produc­ 
tive and most profitable is not much 
of a problem for the modern dairyman. 
The present-day methods of designing 
and constructing dairy barns have 
been brought to n science by farm 
building architects and the comfort 


has made a study of the best method 
of lrusing his stock and of caring for 
the animals. 


The feed alley is equipped with nn 
overhead carrier system that leads 
from the silo and feed rooms to each 
stall. 
The ensilage and grain aro 
placed in the carrier and taken to each 
manger, wliich, it readily will be seen, 
eliminates many steps and much time. 
Carriers are ovQr each litter alley and 
lead to the manure pit or pile on ei­ 
ther side of the silo at the rear of the 
barn. Here again the work is done 
easily and with a minimum expendi­ 
ture of time. 


Tanks Do Not Freeze. 


The stall floors as well as the stable 
floor aro const rue led of concrete. At 
the rear of each row of stalls is a gut­ 
ter/ with a drain at one end. 
It is tlio 
w’ork of but a few minutes to flush 
these gutters after the manure has 
been removed. The indoor water tanks 
will not freeze in the winter and water 
ahvays is available for the stock. With 
a small additional expense the w>ater 
can be piped to individual drinking 
cups at each stall. 


Sunshine and fresh air are twTo of 
the things that keep the cows healthy 
and productive. The windows In this 
barn permit the sunshine to fall on the 
litter alleys and gutters. Sunshine kills 
germs and keeps the barn air whole­ 
some. The windows also admit plenty 
of fresh air, tho foul air being drawn 
out of the stable through the shafts 
and out of tho ventilatorsffon the roof. 


Just a word about the silo. 
One- 
third of tho feed value of corn is in 
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and^ health of the animals, two things 
necessary if they are to be profitable, 
are provide 1 for. 


Keeping a dairy herd is one of the 
most profit able parts of the farming 
business. 
Not only are the cows rev­ 
enue producers, but they supply the 
farm ow?ner with fertilizer that is nec­ 
essary to kjep the soil at its best. For 
these reasons the farmers who keep 
good-sized herds of cows are increas­ 
ing in numbers each year. 


Seven months in the year in the corn 
belt the cows are fed and housed in 
a barn. And to feed them and w'ater 
them and milk them and do the other 
work that is necessary requires a con­ 
siderable amount of time. At the pres­ 
ent price of farm labor, time really is 
money and the modern barn is design­ 
ed and equipped so that all this work 
can be done with the least amount of 
effort. 


Barns of Several Types. 


Dairy barns are of several types, but 
the farm owner with a herd of eight­ 
een or twrenty cow’s wants a building 
that can be constructed economically 
and will be weather-proof and arrang­ 
ed conveniently.

Darn is planned for a herd of 20 cows, 
their calves and one bull, with storage 
room for the feed supply. 


The dimensions of the building are 
56 by 60 feet. It Is of standard plank 
frame construction, set on a concrete 
foundation. The gambrel-trussed roof, 
which eliminates all posts in the hay­ 
loft, permits the storage of a maxi­ 
mum amount of roughage, while the 
silo at one end provides the animals 
with fresh feed all winter. 


There are many interesting features— 
features that make this a modern, effi­ 
cient barn—shown in the floor plan of 
the dairy stable that accompanies this 
article. 
Through the center of the 
barn there is a driveway, G feet 6 
inches wide, wliile on either side are 
litter alleys, 5 feet 2 inches wide. 


Arrangement of Stalls. 


The single cow stalls are ranged 
along the driveway, which also is used 
as the feed alley. Single stalls facing 
the feed alley provide for 16 cows, 
eight on each side. At the front of the 
building are two stalls, a bull pen and 
a pen fur the calves. At the rear of 
the building are feed rooms and the 
entrance to the silo chute, wliile on ei­ 
ther side is aa open water tank, sup­ 
plied by the farm w'ater system. There 
are ten windows on each side of the 
barn and a ventilation system leading 
to the ventilators on the roof. 


All of these features will have an 
Immediate appeal to the dairyman who

Consequently one-third of 
the productive value of each aero 
planted to, corn is conserved when the 
stalks are chopped and stored in the 
silo. This is the only fresh feed that 
can be provided for cows in the winter, 
and there is not only a saving in mon­ 
ey, but the cow's fed on ensilage pro­ 
duce a larger amount of milk, that is 
heavier in butterfnt. 


Positive Necessities. 


A modern barn and silo are positive 
necessities in modern dairy farming. 
They keep high-priced animals healthy 
and productive, save labor, and con­ 
serve feed, which at its present price 
is good business. 


In planning a dairy barn, or general 
purpose-barn, it is always wfell to con­ 
sult the local architect, builder and 
material dealer before deciding on the 
design. These men know how a barn 
should be built to supply the needs of 
the individual. 
They also can tell 
wliat such a building will cost, and will 
help finance the building should it be 
necessary. 


Dairy products are high in price now, 
just as are other farm products. And

Approximately 80 per cent, of the 


'teachers of Adams County have en- 
rolled in the State Teachers' Retire- 
ment System. O'ther school districts 
throughout the State have enrolled 
their teachers in about 'the same pro- 
portion according to Dr. H. H. Baish 
secretary of the State Board who has 
been summarizing results of the final 
enrollment on July. Teachers who 
taught their first year since the law 
authorizing the 
retirement 
system 


was passed automatically enroll them- 
selves. The law provides that any 
teacher who has made one or more 
contributions to the fund may be re- 
tired after teaching ten years. In- 
structors are elligrt>le for retirement 
when they reach the age of 62 and 
are compelled to give up their work 
when they reach the 70 year mark 
Money necessary to establish this 
fund is contributed by the teachers 
the S'cate and the school district, the 
teachers contributing one-half, anc 
the State and school board one-fourth 
each. This money is placed in the 
hands of the State and the salary due 
a teacher at the time of retirement 
will be paid by the State Board. The 
total enrollment in the State system 
is now 40,450.

One fire and much damage to prop- 


erty and crops were caused by the 
storms which passed over York coun- 
ty Monday afternoon. The barn on 
the farm of Elsworth Bushey near 
Siddonsburg, was struck by a bolt 
and was entirely destroyed by the 
blaze which followed.

London.—“When they took us pris­ 
oners they held revolvers to our heads 
and made us give them our shoes, but 
when the armistice came and we were 
set free* a socialist leader made a 
speech to us, saying:

brothers/ ” 


This was what American soldiers 
who returned to London from Ger­ 
many—the first to reach here after the 
signing of the armistice—had to say 
about the change in the attitude of 
their captors from the time they had 
fallen into German hands in April un­ 
til they were released on 
Novem­ 
ber 12 


“When we were captured at Seiche­ 
prey,H said Private James B. Pito- 
chelli of Providence, “the Germaa sol­ 
diers held pistols to the heads of some 
'of us and demanded our shoes, 
I 
managed to hang on to mine, but oth­ 
ers weren’t so lucky. 
They had to 
walk barefooted through No Man’s 
£and, cutting their feet badly on 
"barbed wire or pieces of shell. All of 
us had to walk 30 miles to the rear, 
where wooden shoes were given us, 
and no one was permitted to keep his 
boots. 
They told us—one general did 
—1that they had attacked to get prison­ 
ers, but the next time they attacked 
the One Hundred and Second they 
would take no prisoners, because they 
¡had fought too fiercely.”

Paris.—The highest-ranked Ameri­ 
can citizen in the French army dur­ 
ing the present ^’ar is Dr. Henry Mi­ 
chel of Augusta, Ga., who earned a 
captain’s commission in tho service 
of our ally before transferring over 
to the United States army. 


Doctor Michel came to Fi'ance at 
the beginning of the war aud volun­ 
teered In the French army. Owing to 
the crying need for surgeons, he was 
at once commissioned as a second 
lieutenant and assigned at a base hos­ 
pital. His hard work and ability won 
him promotion to a first lieutenancy 
after the Verdun offensive in the first 
half of 1910 when he was stationed 
at Troyes, the great evacuation cen­ 
ter for the French wounded. 


Afterward Doctor Michel was trans­ 
ferred to Lyons and was placed in 
command of a military hospital there 
and promoted to captain. 
The For­ 
eign Legion has its base depot at 
Lyons, and Doctor Michel knew al­ 
most all of tho Americans enlisted In 
that unit. 


A year ago Doctor Michel offered 


his services to the A. E. F, and was 
sent to American Red Cross hospital 
No. 1 at Neuilly, the former American 
ambulance. 
He Is also surgeon In 


chief of the America^ hospital for 
civilians in Neuilly.

received 
commissions

French army, and they were all sec­ 
ond lieutenants with the exception of 
William Thaw of the Lafayette Es­ 
cadrille, and Sweeny of the Foreign 
Legion and later- oi the tank corps, 
who were first lieutenants.

HINTS 
POULTRY GROWERS 


The first step to eradicate the pests 
which live in cracks and crevices in 
poultry houses is to thoroughly clean 
the house, writes P. F. Scliowengerdt 
of the Colorado Agricultural college. 
All litter, nest material and droppings 
should be removed. 
Then spray or 
paint thoroughly the entire surface of 
the house and litei*ally ilood all cracks 
and Inside of nests with a 5 per cent 
solution of cresol. 
Use plenty of 
>pray and do the work thoroughly. 


Finally it should be remembered that 
*)ne application of either of these treat­ 
ments is not sufficient. 
Where there 
nre lice and mites there are also eggs 
or “nits” of these same pests. A sec­ 
ond treatment should be given about 
one week after the first. By this time 
the “nits” will be hatched and the 
treatment will affect them while it did 
not kill the “nits” at the first applica­ 
tion. 


These suggestions followed out will 
relieve the hen of the greater number 
of parasites and will enable her to 
make the best possible use of her feed 
and time. It is not profitable to feed 
a hen when lice or mites are sapping 
all the nourishment and vitality from 
her body. 


Damascus, Oldest City, Known 
as “ The Pearl of the East” 


Called by orientals “the Pearl of 
the East,” Damascus is the oldest city 
In tho world which is inhabited. It is 
mentioned repeatedly in the Old Tes­ 
tament, 
and 
documentary 
evidence 
shows that the ancient city dates back 
to 1400 B. C. 
Travelers refer to it as 
“dear, dirty Damascus,” for its odors 
are many and strong, and its street 
cleaners have long ceased to work. 
One of the city’s main features is “the 
street which is called Straight,” which 
runs from east to west. Damascus has 
been the scene of many conflicts since 
David sent an expedition against it 
and took it with a slaughter of 22,000 
men. Egyptians, Crusaders and Turks 
fougljt so repeatedly for it that it has 
become the most captured as well as 
the oldest city in the world. 


Farmers Borrow Large Sum 
From Government Farm Loan 
Banks Since Organization 


Farmers have borrowed $139,378,000 
from the twelve federal farm loan 
banks 
since 
their organization 
in 
March, 1917. 
In reporting this the 
farm loan board announced that capi­ 
tal stock of the banks, originally sub­ 
scribed mainly by the government, has 
increased from $9,000,000 to $15,975,- 
000 through additional subscriptions 
by farm loan associations, and that 
bonds amounting to $140,122,000 have 
been issued. . 


The-farmers are making their pay­ 
ments promptly. 
The report shows 
only $80,000 in loans was overdue, and 
delinquencies occurred almost entirely 
in sections where there had been crop 
failures. 


Three banks, Wichita, Spokane and 
Houston, have an actual surplus, and 
the Spokane and St. Paul banks will 
begin shortly to repay the government 
for the stock originally subscribed.

Topography of Our Country 
Responsible for ToriVadoe?, 
Explanation of Scientists. 


Why do some portions of the United 
States suffer from tornadoes, or cy­ 
clones, as they are generally but erro­ 
neously called, while others do not? 
The question is answered, notes a 
writer 
in 
People’s 
Home 
Journal», 
by scientists of the United States 
weather bureau, who point to the topog­ 
raphy of our country in explanation* 
Tornadoes occur in tho Mississippi 
valley, anywhere from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Canadian line. No por­ 
tion of this area is more apt to suffer 
than another, the experts assert. This 
valley opens to the warm waters of* 
the gulf on the south and is closed in 
on the west by the high wall of the 
Ro.rtky mountains. 
Warm, moisture­ 
laden winds from the gulf move north­ 
ward in the spring and early summer 
and encounter the cold north and 
northwest winds that sweep down the* 
east wall of the Rockies. 
When the 
opposing currents meet there is some­ 
times formed one of those rapidly re- 
volving, funnel-shaped clouds so de­ 
structive of life and property. 


Tornadoes travel southwest to north­ 
east, and, in addition to their terrific* 
whirling movement, which is too great 
to be measured, have a forward ve­ 
locity of from 50 to 60 miles an hour* 
Their path may be from a few hundred 
yards to a mile in width. 


The word “tornado,” at first spelled 
“ternado,” probably was derived from 
the Spanish tronada, which mean» 
thunderstorms. 
“Tornado” may have 
grown out of an attempt to combine 
this word with the Spanish word tor- 
nar, meaning to “turn,” thus making it 
descriptive of a storm that turned or 
twisted. 


Restaurants in Other Lands 
Serve Meals at Low Prices; 
Show Good Weekly Profits 


American fried-egg financiers and pie 
plutocrats should take warning from 
abroad, suggests Thrift Magazine. The 
national restaurant of London, which 
was established to expose the profi« 
teersf< shows a profit of $350 a week* 
or about 70 per cent on the investment. 
Lunches and suppers are sold for 25 
cents and tea and breakfast for 15 
cents. There is a profit of about tw<s 
cents on each meal. The co-operativ€ 
restaurant idea also has taken root in 
Paris,. where ten publicly controlled 
restaurants, each seating 1,000 per 
sons, are selling good meals for about 
30 cents each.

TO CARRY CADETS

Training

Shipping 
Board to Be Extended to 
Large Vessels. 


STUDY FOR HIGHER PLACES 


! Young Men Will Learn the Road to 
the Quarter Deck and Counting 
Room—High Class of Sea­ 
men Wanted. 


DESIGNED FOR THE CURIOUS 


Not Hard to Trace Origin and Reason 
for the Gazebo in Architectural 
Designs. 


No name could be more descriptive 
than gazebo for a building, whether it 
assume the form of a tower or bal­ 
cony, which was erected for the pur­ 
pose of enabling anyone to gaze about; 
and there is no need to hunt through 
the pages of a dictionary for the ori­ 
gin of so obvious a tenn. Curiosity is 
common to the race, and contrivances 
of all kinds have been called 
for 
throughout the ages, and will continue 
to be, to enable people to pry into 
their neighbors’ affairs; and architect­ 
ural solutions of the problem must al­ 
ways be as interesting as they have 
frequently proved most picturesque. 


Doubtless in the remotest antiquity 
such means of prying were in vogue, 
and the hanging gardens of Babylon 
may have presented replicas of the 
t#wers of Kent or Chambers; but we 
will go no further back for examples 
than Pliny’s villa at Laurentum^ The 
Plinys, as we know, were of a very 
inquiring turn of mind, and are most 
appropriately commemorated at Como, 
their supposed birthplace, on the west 
front of the cathedral, by a sculptured 
representation of each engaged in look­ 
ing out of a window. Thus It was that 
when Pliny the Younger built his cele­ 
brated villa he gave it two towers, and 
as they could be used neither for de­ 
fense in such a place nor for smoking 
rooms at such a period, we can only 
suppose them to have .been erected 
to serve as gazebos where he could 
look into the grounds of his neighbors 
and watch their Incomings and outgo­ 
ings.—J, Travenor Perry in Architect 
(England). 


Washington.-^-Apprentices and cadet 
officers will be placed on all large ves­ 
sels of the American merchant marine, 
to be trained for higher places, much 
the game as sailor boys were trained 
to become officers and shipping mer­ 
chants in the early days of American 
seagoing, according to a plan to be 
put into execution at once by the 
United States shipping board. 


The basis of this plan is a system 
of individual training on shipboard 
for American youth capable of rising 
through instruction to a shipping ca­ 
reer, the ultimate goal of which is the 
position 
of 
shipmaster, 
steamship 
agent or manager, or trade representa­ 
tive at home or abroad in the great 
program of commercial expansion by 
sea by which the country Is to keep 
busy its vast merchant fleet. 


The plan has been devised as an ex­ 
tension of the wartime system of 
training 
conducted 
by 
the 
board, 
through which large numbers of Amer­ 
ican lads were given brief intensive 
schooling on training ships, before be­ 
ing sent to sea. 


For Commercial Service. 


This finished product is expected to 
mature in the form of able seamen of 
a high type, petty officers, deck and 
engine-room officers—all Americans— 
as well as a needed supply of young 
men experienced in sea-going and car­ 
go-handling, 
who 
can 
be 
further 
trained in steamship offices and export­ 
ing and importing business houses, 
with a view to later commercial serv­ 
ice connected with shipping. 


It was this system of training that 
enabled early merchants of Salem and 
Boston to outstrip all rivals in foreign 
trade, and make themselves and their 
communities rich. 


In tl us extending its present train­ 
ing service—which continues as here­ 
tofore under the direction of Henry 
Howard of Boston—the shipping board 
has the benefit of experience in train­ 
ing cadets at sea gained by its new 
director of operations, John H. Ros- 
seter of San Francisco. 


Mr. Iiosseter has decided Ideas on 
the training of young Americans for 
seafaring and for steamship opera­ 
tion. He has tried out many of these 
ideas in a practical \vay through his 
management of the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship company, one of the largest ship­ 
ping interests operating from the 
American West coast to the Orient, 
South Seas and South America. 


At the conclusion of a recent con­ 
ference at Washington of shipping- 
board officials interested in develop­ 
ing the training plans of the board un- 
dor peace conditions, Mr. Rosseter 
expressed his views on the subject at 
length. 
Later he embodied them in 
the following Interview: 


High Class of Seaman Wanted. 


“Shipping men are agreed that if at­ 
tainment of our new and enlarging in­ 
terest in foreign commerce is to be se­ 
cured, we must certainly have a very 
high class of American merchant sea­ 
men ; the same kind we have so ad­ 
mirably developed for our navy. 


“We all know of the higher social 
standard that naturally prevails in 
this country; and, personally, I would 
say that I would not only accept the 
present standards, but I am disposed 
to go a step further, because that is 
the tendency; and if we are to get 
good men and train them to be good 
seamen and then good officers, we 
must see that they are placed under 
such environment as will naturally 
evolve into a condition of their being

“The men we want to attract to the 
sea, I feel, are the men such as we 
remember ourselves in our school days

homes, and who were leaving home 
amid the old family discussion as to 
whether they would be bankers, insur­ 
ance men, retail merchants, or what 
not. 
I want to add to that list the 
very important and very alluring oc­ 
cupation of the pursuit ôf the sea. 


“When we ask American boys to 
come aboard ship, we certainly must 
all recognize that we have got to as­ 
sure them of quite a different condi­ 
tion than has existed In foreign com­ 
merce during the past thirty years; 
I might say, unhappily existed.”

be completely recovered within a year, 
the great majority in a much shorter 
time. 


Less Than Thousand Cases. 


Reports received here are that there 
are now loss than a thousand cases 
of shell shock to be treated, tfmnks to 
the improved methods by which the 
United Slates army combated the af­ 
fliction. Preparations had been made 
to take care of 2,500 cases, sent to this 
side by March 1, but since hostilities 
ceased word from France shows there 
are only 300 cases there requiring 
treatment in this country. There are 
probably about the same number en 
route home. 


It is accepted hero that the drop in 
the expected number of sufferers was 
due directly to the news of Germany’s 
surrender. 
The only explanation for 
this is the removal from the sufferers 
of 
apprehension 
that 
they 
would 
again be subjected to an ordeal that* 
acting on the minds, actually twisted 
their bodies out of shape. 


Serious as have been the ravages of 
shell shock among the trorps, said 
Colonel Bailey, described by Surgeon 
General Ireland as one of the coun­ 
try’s leading psychiatrists, Hie United 
States forces have not suffered to the 
extent those of the other allies have. 
This is due largely to the fact that 03 
per cent of the cases developing have 
been cured in the field hospitals by the 
prompt treatment provided. 


Given Special Treatment, 


The more seriously aillicted are 
brought to this country and sent to 
Plattsburg, N. Y,, where there is a 
special hospital of 1,500 beds. Within 
a short time after admittance most 
patients avow they are regaining their 
normal condition, and after observa­ 
tion indicates that this is so, they are 
removed to a casual detachment at the 
hospital for brief additional observa­ 
tion. 
When it is evident they have 
recovered they are sent to camps near 
their homes to be mustered out* 


The rapidity with which cases are 
being cleared through Plattsburg con­ 
vinces Colonel Bailey that there will 
bo few permanently disabled by the 
disease. 
This is in marked contrast 
to the situation in lSngland where 
there are 2U,000 shell shock victims on 
the pension rolls. 


Colonel Bailey revealed that, con­ 
trary to the general belief, shell shock 
does not necessarily come from heavy 
cannonading. 
Proof of this 
found 
in the fact that from 10 to 12 per ceut 
of the casualties in the Chateau 'J'h** 
erry fighting were shell shock, most of 
these men having been exposed <pnly 
ty machine gua fire.

Tho firclos's cooker can bo usod to kor^p thtn;is cold as woll as hot, be- 
cnxise boat cannot pass In from the outside to .\varm tho contents any more 
than It can pass out to cool them. In this respect it woi^cs very inueh like 
a refrigerator. In faet, both the cooking box and the Icebox are constnieted 
on the same principle, namely that of supplying n constant-temperature 
chamber with nonconducting walls. 
Well-constructed ice boxes are made 
vltb some Insulating material or dead-air space between the inner and outer 
walls, and the covers and doors close in such a way as to prevent heat escap- 
ing In or out through them. Of course the more often tho doors are opened 
the more heat passes in and the more quiekly the ice melts and the-tempera- 
ture rises throuidiout all parts of the box. 
Fortunately this isi less serious 
thnn the loss of heat when a fireless cooker is opened. 


AVhen the cooker Is Tised to keep .thing?? cool they must be chilled to 
llie desired temperature before they are put in. The more nearly heat proof 
the walls tho longer the material keeps its original temperature. 
Ice cream' 
l)Ut In a well-made flreless cooker ought to remain firm as long as packed 
In salt and Ice iu an ordinary freezer. Many cooks prefer to pack such half-

frozen, desserts as mousse or parfait in the receptacle of a fireless cooker 
»ather tton in a freezer because there is less danger of their getting too cold 
and hard. It 23 often convenient to make cold drinks, like lemonade or fruit 
punch, some hours before they are used. By chilling them and then pitting 
them Into the cooker thoy can be kept cool without ice. 


Sometimes a little ice is put into the box with the food to make It cooler 
ittst as hot &'oapstones or bricks are put in to nuike it hotter. Because then 
Is less space to keep cool much less ice Is needed than in the chamber of 
an icebox. The ice in the coolcer melts very slowly and so keeps tho tem 
perature down much longer than if it wpye used in an open pitcher.* 


What receptacles It is bcsb to usa for things to be kept cool in tho cooker 
depends on their kind. The material can often be put directly into the pail 
just as if It were to be cooked. For liquids tt Is sometimes more convenient 
to use a low bottle or a fruit Jar which will set into the nest. If ice is to be 
used it is usually cracked and packed around the bottle or dis'h.

«specially performed by tho males. 
Bonm were actually mere repetitions 
of call note^, and only later came tho 
development of pure song as undei-- 
tttood by nmh 
When nlglulngi)les are 
«ourllng thi'y ult^-r a gentle, subdued 
garbling. Duets are common between 
l^ulra of birds of various spffcles. Keal 
aong, however, does not seeiu to cle- 
Sond upop the breodiug season ut all.

HINTS FOR THE 
POULTRY GROWER 


Cholera aud blackhead, a commoa 
dlsense of which many kinds of do- 
mestic poultry die, but most commonly 
chlrkens and turkeys, has no real 
name In poultry annals, though on 
making a diagnosis of the dead birds 
often it is called cholera, blackhead 
and a few other names, when, after 
all, it is merely acute inflammation of 
the intestines caused by feeding coti- 
stlpatlng food, says one person. 


It is true that fowls after eating 
drastic poh^ions, will show up with the 
same intestinal Inflammation, but it 
is more commonly due to feeding a 
too-heavlly concentrated ration. 
It is 
tho mysterious disease that so often 
kills hogs, calves and sheep." In the 
first it Is, as in poultry, too often at- 
tributed to cholera, and the owner 
goea on feeding In tho old way instead 
of giving the flock, or tho herd, plenty 
of pure water at all hours to quickly 
pass the concentrated food on to quiek 
elimination, 
helped 
on 
by 
regular 
dosos of Epsom salts. 


Q'his neiilect is more apparent with 
poultry than other stock. Corn is one 
of the feeds most; sure to bring oa 
this condition, if fed in large quanti- 
ties to any kind of stock. 
With poul- 
try, as with other stock, and especially 
In .spring when frost lies on the new 
grass the trouble at times will bring 
about great loss.

Watchfulness is the key to success 
in cases of invasion by army worms, 
which are young of certain moths or 
millers that ily only at nij;ht 
Tho 
epTirs from which the 
army 
worms 
hatch are laid commonly on grasses 
or grasslibe frrains and the tiny cater- 
pillars, upon hatching, feed for several 
days near the ground, hidden by over- 
hanging grasses or grains and 
thus 
may escape notice until 
nearly 
full 
grown, by which time they have be- 
come widely distributed over the in- 
fested fields. 


Upon the discovery of the post in Its 
younger stages depends very largelS' 
the possibility of stamping out infes- 
tations before serious injury to crops 
has 
occurred. 
Aloadows 
therefore 
should be examined frequently, partic- 
ularly those planted to thnothy, blue- 
grass, wheat, and especially millet, to 
discover the young worms. 
If tho infested spot bo small, tho grass 
or grain can be mowed ofC and straw 
scattered over the spot and burned, 
thus destroying the worms. 
If 
the 
caterpillars have become 
distributed 
over a considerable area, this can be 
marked off by stakes and the crop 
sprayed heavily with a solution 
of 
paris green at the rate of one pound 
to 50 gallons of water, or of arsenate 
of load at the rate of two pounds 
of the paste or one pound of the pow- 
der to 50 gallons of water. 


Poisoned Baits for the Army Worm. 


Poisoned baits havo long boon used 
a s a means of destroying the numer- 
ous species of cutworms and also the 
army worm. 
An eilicient bait of this 
kind may be prepared and used as fol- 
lows: 
To 50 pounds of wheat bran 
and one pound of paris green or two 
pounds of powdered arsenate of lead; 
add the juice of one-half dozen or- 
anges or lemons. 
Then bring the

Steep land that washes badly be- 
tween the terraces should not bp cul- 
tivated.

When it is found necessary to cross 
a farm road In terracing a field, the 
building of the terraces should bo con- 
tinued across without regard to the 
road.

Where tlie terraces are not more thnn 
ten feet broad, considerable inconveni- 
ence to traillc and injury to the ter- 
races generally results whore no pro- 
vision for crossing is made.

roadway by a culvert, but the principal 
objections to this are that the capac- 
ity of the waterway is greatly reduced 
and the free fiow of the water through

stalks or other trash washed from the

A wooden bridge spanning the 
chnnnel, so as not to reduce very much 
the cross-sectional area of the water- 
way, makes a more desirable and sat- 
isfactory crossing.

The United States has launched the 
great 
experiment. 
Just after 
the 
treaty 
was 
sjgned 
that 
nominally 
brought the war to nn end, our war- 
time emergency prohibition act went 
into eilect and the entire country be- 
cume ofiicially "bono dry." 
Presuma- 
bly demobilization will be completed 
within two months or so, and there 
will be a "wet spell" at least in. some 
'states until the constitutional amend- 
ment goes into effect on January 16. 


At present there is considerable con- 
fusion concerning the scope and the 
enforcement of the emergency law. 
A 
federal court has ruled^ in favor of 
beer and wine containing not to ex- 
ceed 2% per cent of alcohol and in 
many localitjes the dealers are taking 
a chance and dispensing those drinks. 
In most states the old and new laws 
on prohibition prevent even this. 
In 
any case the manufacture and sale of 
all drinks with the greater alcoholic 
content are l^arred and Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer has ordered rigid enforce- 
ment of the law relating to them. 


The "wets" have been 
making a 
game but losing fight, and the "drys" 
have refused to yield at any point. 
The forces of the latter in congress 
are planning to pass mcilsures to pre- 
vent the country 
from going on a 
whisky-drinking 
basis 
between 
the 
time of demobilization and January 10. 
and to put a stop to the sale of weak 
beer and light wines at once, regard- 
less of court rulings, 


• TJiough the United »States Is now the 
only "dry" country, there may be an- 
other-before very long, for the United 
Kingdom alliance, encouraged by the 
lîuccess of the American prohibitionists, 
has opened fi campaign to put Great 
Britain on the same basis. 
American 
methods will be followed and Ameri- 
can spcHkers Imported. 
London corre- 
spondents predict that to deprive the 
Britisher of his ale, porter and beer 
would almost precipitate a revolution, 
British labor is against 
prohibition, 
but so is American labor; and it may 
be that John Bull M'ill in the not dis- 
tant future be reduced 
to 
drinking 
"lemon squa.'îhes" and "minerals," The 
M'crld will watch the American experl- 
jnent, one of tin greatest ever made 
in economics, with intense Interest. 


His great task abroad completed so 
fur as might be, Piosldeui Wilson has 
returned to Jiis dojnestio duties. 
On 
the homeward trlj) he signed bills and 
read documents and 
otherwise 
pre- 
pared himself for xha contest that con- 
fronts him iij the United States. 
The 
goal he has set for himself is tjio rati 
iication by the .senate of the peact 
treaty, including the covenant of the 
League of Nations. 
Victor> wib not 
come easily, though it probably wU) 
come, jnaybe after the covenant hass 
been anjended to meet the objeitions 
now made by a considerable number 
of senators. 
Tliose who are against 
the league in any fonn are \ery few. 
but stubborn. 
If Mr, Wilson is equal- 
jy stubborn, the whole matter is likely 
to becouje a partisan Issue despite the 
efforts of many parly leaders to pre- 
vent this. 
It is iniinmtud that, If the 
senate makes evidcjit its intention to 
refuso to ratify, the president 
will 
wltiihoJd the treaty for the lime being, 
ynd tliat would at once make it an out- 
iind-out parly question. 
There is pre- 
cedent for such a course. 


U tJie issue is put up to the people 


Senator Borah, rampant opponent of 
the league, broke out In a now place 
last week, with charges that tlie propa- 
ganda of the league to enforce peace, 
headed 
by 
ex-President 
Taft, 
is 
financed by Wall street, Mr. Taft's or- 
ganization glories in the fact that most 
of its 
financial 
support comes from 
men of big business and broad vision. 


"It may be." said »Senator Borah, 
"that the occasion for the opposition 
upon the part of small men is not a 
limitation of vision; it may possibly 
be that their investments are not the 
.«!ame and their interests arc not the 
same. 


"It may he that they are confininK 
themseive? to the interests of 
their 
own country and believe In the tradi- 
tions and policies of their country, and 
it may possibly be that those who 
take a wider view of the matter are 
those who have large investments in 
other countries, and who propose to 
have more investments there, which in- 
vestments will be wortli very little un- 
less they are underwritten by the Unit- 
ed States government." 


It Is not easy to see why American 
business men should be criticized he- 
cause they wish to see peace perma- 
nently established in Europe so that 
ihey can resume trade, commerce and 
industry with the Europeans.. 
An in- 
stance of what they are getting ready 
to do is supplied by the news that 
three groat American construction con- 
cerns have been awarded a contract 
for the rebuilding of the JS'ancy district 
of Franco at an estimated figui'e of 
$250,0U0.UtXi, which sum njay be dou- 
blvi}. 


All matters concerning the 
peace 
treaties are now in the hands of the 
new council of five, comprising Lan- 
sing, 
Pichón, 
Balfour, 
Tittoni 
and 
Maklno. Tittoni let it be known that 
Italy wished all territory taken í'ním 
Austria to bo definitely disposed ol' 
in the Austrian treaty, which moant 
thai that pact could not be formulated 
for simo time and not without a pro- 
tracted debate over the Fiume ques- 
tion especially. 


The Chinese delegates said they ex- 
pected to sign the treaty with Aus- 
tria, in which they found nothing ob- 
jectionable. and thereby gain admis- 
sion to the League of Nations despite 
the withholding of 
their 
signatures 
from the German treaty. 
China prob- 
ably will make a separate peace with 
Germany. 
In refusing to 
sign 
the 
German treaty the Chinese delegates 
disobeyed 
l.helr 
instructions 
from 
Poking, being influenced by the south 
China revolutionaries. 


The 
Turkish 
delegation 
to 
Paris 
was sent hack hojne In a hiirry be- 
cause its ideas concerning the main- 
tenance of the Ottoman c^mpire were 
quite contrary to the plans of the al- 
lies. 
These plans, however, are still 
hichoate. Greece, which wanted pos- 
session of Consfantlnople and realizo.s 
that she cannot have it, is urging that 
the United Stales accept tlie mandate 
for that city as well as for Armenia, 
but tJjere is more^Cfian a' chance that 
the Americans would not 
agreb 
to 
this. 
Meanwiiile the Greek foi'ces in 
Asia Minor are fighting three Turkish 
ai'mies over which the government of 
Turkey says it has no control. 


The British postal censor is soon go- 
ing the way of the telegraph and cable 
censorship—out. 
Judging from criti- 
cisms In America, such as that of the 
Merchants' association to the postmas- 
ter general, the going of this war in- 
stitution will be Just as joyously wel- 
comed abroad as In England. 
But 
whatever the petulance of those who 
think WB.V restrictions have hold over 
too long, the postal censor, in the opin- 
ion of those who have watcherfe his 
work from the viewpoint of British and 
allied 
security throughout 
the 
war, 
has been 
of the greatest service in 
defeating Germany. 


^he nearness of the date of the de- 
mise of this institution has called forth 
considerable 
information 
about 
its 
work. 
Thus far, however, there has 
been no amusing side such as was 
shown during the obsequies for the 
cable censorship. 


Just after iMr. Lloyd George fiucceod- 
ed Lord Kitchener as secretary for 
war It is related that he provided the 
ammunition for the censor to give the 
paragraphers a lease on war life. Mr. 
Lloyd George \vent to Bramshott to 
bid good by to a Canadian division 
about 
to cross the 
channel. 
After 
the inspection he made a speech from 
his motorcar, concluding with a quo- 
tation from the Bible: "And may the 
Lord of Hosts be with you." 
Corre- 
spondents who sent their dispatches 
first to the censor were surprised to 
find the final words of the secretary 
running in this fashion: 
"And may 


^ymi you." 
It 


was amusing, but also serious, in the 
minds of the news wn-iters, so they 
protested. 
However, they got their re- 
ply from 
the 
censor's 
department: 
"The kaiser, having claimed the Lord 
as his aid-de-camp, no reference must 
be made to the Divinity In this conne.c- 
tlon." 


Enemy Schemes Thwarted. 


As I said, the postal censorship has 
as yet turned up no morsel of rela- 
tive choiceness. 
The postal censor- 
ship, however, has thwarted many en- 
emy schemes that make just as in- 
teresting or more 
interesting 
read- 
ing. 
Furthermore, the British postal 
censorship was a nnich fartlier reach- 
ing organization than was attempted 
in America, simply because England 
was the channel through which virtu- 
ally all questionable mail matter flowed. 


The postal censor In London was the 
dam which held the flood of continental 
mail until each portion of It could be 
passed upon and approved before be- 
ing scattered over the wide world. 


An Idea of the immensity of the task 
can be obtained from the fact that a 
staff of nearly a hundred expert lin- 
guists was constantly employed to ex- 
amine and approve mail matter writ- 
ton and printed in more than a hun- 
dred languages and dialects. 
Manu- 
scripts in every conceivable 
tongue 
found their place in this groat mass 
of mail, estimated at about 150,000 let- 
ters dally. 


Much of the mall was passed with 
only mechanical Inspection, so sure did 
the examiners become of certain cate- 
gories of communications. 
But con- 
siderable more than the time saved on 
harmless mail was consumed in ex- 
haustive 
examination 
and 
tests 
of 
questionable matter, some of which 
was subjected to all manner of acid 
and X-ray inquiry to detect hidden 
messages. 


Smuggling Prevented. 


Thero was also for a time a great 
smuggling campaign, harmless looking 
bundles such as newspapers contain- 


ing various commodities then obtain- 
able in enomy countries, such as cof- 
fee, rice, tobacco, sugar*, and so on. 
Some even contalni^d rubber hiddtn be- 
tween the pagos of the papers. 


The most-sought-after evidence was 
that of 'military character, and the 
censorship'of malls more tlian repaid 
its expensive outlay in detecting in- 
formation that ititghfc have Wrought 
havoc- with allied arms, or at least 
helped Germany in no uncertain de- 
gree. There is little doubt that none 
of that character of Information which 
the censorship obtained will be mad© 
public, but ofllcials directing Britaln'4 
war machines have not been slow to say 
that thanks to tho postal censorship 
much valuable military information, of 
every conceivable character, came to 
their attention. 


Propaganda was tho greatest 
and 
most constant effort of the Germans. 
The most harmless appearing sets of 
newspapers and magazines, some of 
them with covers dated before tho 
war, dispatched from neutral nations 
to individuals or societies, such as sci- 
entific organizations, were often found 
to contain the latest German accusa- 
tions 
of British 
mismanagement 
in 
Egypt, India or Ireland. Books, not al- 
ways in Gorman, were found to con- 
tain everything except what the title 
proclaimed. 
The postal censorship to- 
day possesses an intensely interesting 
museum of many of the propaganda 
carriers 
tho Germans 
sent 
out, 
or 
caused to be sent out from their agents 
in neutral countries.

course all this is contrary 
to 
the 
terms Germany accepted, and if the 
stones are true tho allies will have 
to get busy again. 
Tlie Germans can 
be trusted in one respect, and one 
only. 
They will evade the treaty if 
it Is possible for them to do su.

Contemporaneous with this was the 
commcrcial development of'the radio 
telephone for ground and ship use by 
engineers of tho American Telephone 
and Telegraph company. 
This culmi- 
nated 
in a 
successful 
transmission 
from the naval radio station at Arling- 
ton to stations thousands of 
miles 
away. 


In May, 1917, stops were taken to 
combine the experience of -the engi- 
neers and of the' army in developing 
the airplane wireless. 


Six weeks later the airplane tele-

The development of voice command- 
ed flying was definitely begun at Gerst- 
ner field. La., in May, 1918. On June 1 
an aerial review was given by an air 
fleet of two squadrons of IS planes 
each, followed by a close order drill 
by a .section of six airplanes. 


Throughout the review and the drill 
command was exercised by the voice 
of the commander flying with the fleet. 
In 
September following, voice com- 
manded flying was Instituted at Sev- 
eral other 
flelds. 


Avoids Many Accidents. 


By using the airplane radio tele- 
phone in instructing aviators in aerial 
gunnery it was found possible to reach 
the same efiiciency with a saving of 
one-third of the time. 
By exercising 
control over pilots in tli£ air, accidents 
were practically eliminated. 


At the signing of tlie armistice, de- 
velopment and training in voice com- 
manded flying was well under way. 
Numerous demonstrations were held 
during November .and December and a 
fleet of 204 airplanes was maneuvered 
in the air at San Diego by voice com- 
mand. 


In the practical application of the 
airplane radio telephone to aiiTlanes, 
over 0,000 flights have been made with 
this apparatus in this country. 
In the 
last 2.0U0 flights there have been only 
74 cases of airplane trouble and only 
25 cases of radio trouble.

building architects and the 
comfort 


has made a study of the best method 
of Irusing his stock and of caring for 
the animals. 


The feed alley Is oquipped with nn 
overhead carrier 
system 
that 
lends 
from tlio silo nnd feed rooms to each 
stalU 
Tho ensilage and grain 
arc 
placed hi the carrier and taken to each 
manger, which. It readily will bo seen, 
oliminatps many steps and much time. 
Carriers are ovQr each litter alley and 
lead to the manure pit or pile on ei- 
ther sldo of tho silo at the roar of the 
harn. 
Here again the work Is done 
easily and with a minimum expendi- 
ture of time. 


Tanks Do Not Freeze. 


The stall Honrs as well as tho stable 
fioor aro constructed of concrete. 
At 
the roar of each row of stalls Is a gut- 
ter/ with a drain at ono end. 
It Is tho 
work of but a few minutes to 
flush 
those gutters after the manure 
has 
been removed. Tho indoor water tanks 
wWl not frooxo In tho winter and water 
alwaj's is available for tho stock. With 
a small additional oKponse the water 
can be piped to individual 
drinking 
cups at each stall. 


Sunshine and fresh air are two of 
tho things that koop tho cows healthy 
and productive. 
The windows in this 
barn permit tho sunshine to fall on tho 
litter alloys and gutters. Sunshine kills 
germs and keeps the barn air whole- 
some. 
Tho windows also admit plenty 
of frosh air, the foul air being drawn 
out of the stable through the shafts 
and out of tho vontilatorsffnn the roof.

Keeping a dairy herd is ono of the 
most profit :ible parts of the farming 
business. 
Not only are the cows rev- 
enue producers, but they supply the 
farm owner with fertilizer that is nec- 
essary to kjep the soil at its best. For 
these reas.ms the farmers who keep 
good-sized herds of cows are increas- 
ing in nuir.bers each year. 


Seven mt^nths in the year in the corn 
belt the cows are fed and housed in 
a barn. 
And to feed them and water 
them and milk them and do the other 
work that is necessary requires a con- 
siderable amount of time. 
At the pres- 
ent price of farm 'labor, time really is 
money and the modern barn is design- 
ed and equipped so tliat all this work 
can be done with the least amount of 
effort. 


Barns of Several Types. 


Dairy barns are of several typos, but 
the farm owner with a herd of eight- 
een or twenty cows wants a building 
that can be constructed economically 
and will be weather-proof and arrang- 
ed conreniontly. 
Such a barn is shown 
In

accjinpanying 
design.

the stalk. 
Consequently one-third of 
the productive 
value 
of 
each 
aero 
planted to corn is conserved when the 
stalks are chopped and stored in the 
silo. 
This is the only fresh feed that 
can be provided for cows in the winter, 
and there is not only a saving in mon- 
ey, but tiie cows fed on ensilage pro- 
duce a larger amount of milk, that is 
heavier in butterfat. 


Positive Necessities. 


A modern barn and silo are positive 
necessities in modern dairy farming. 
They koop high-priced animals healthy 
and productive, save labor, and con- 
serve feed, which at its present price 
is good business. 


In planning a dairy barn, or general 
purpose-barn, it Is always well to con- 
sult the local architect, builder and 
material dealer before deciding on the 
design, 
Tliose men know how a barn 
should be built to supply the needs of 
the individual. 
They also can tell 
what such a building will cost, and will 
help finance the building should it bo 
necessary. 


Dairy products are high in price now, 
just as are other farm products.

Darn is planned for a herd of 20 cows, 
their calves and one bull, witli storage 
room for the feed supply. 


The dimensions of the building are 
56 by 60 f e e t 
It Is of standard plank 
frame construction, set on a concrete 
foundation. 
The gambrel-trussed roof, 
'.vhich eliminates all posts in the hay- 
loft. permits the storage of a maxi- 
mum amount of roughage, while the 
silo at one end provides the animals 
with fresh feed all winter. 


There are many interesting features— 
features tliat make this a modern, effi- 
cient barn—shown in the floor plan of 
the dairy stable that accompanies this 
article. 
Tlirough the center of the 
barn there is a driveway, G feet 0 
inches wide, while on either side are 
litter alleys, 5 feet 2 inches wide. 


Arrangement of Stalls. 


Tho single cow stalls are 
ranged 
along the dilveway, which also is used 
as the feed alley. 
Single stalls facing 
the feed alley provide for 16 cows, 
eight on each side. 
At the front of the 
building are two stalls, a bull pen and 
a pen fur the calves. 
At the rear of 
the building are feed rooms and the 
entrance to the silo chute, while on ei- 
ther side Is a a open water tank, sup- 
plied by the farm water system. There 
are ten windows on each .side of the 
barn and a ventilation system leading 
to the ventilators on the roof. 


All of these features will have an 
Immediate ajupeal to the dairyiiuin who

For these reasons the farmer or dali*y- 
man wjio is successful must have his 
milk and butter manufacturing estab- 
lishment built and equipped so that ho

His hard work and ability won 
him promotion to a first lieutenancy 
after the Verdun olTensive in the first 
half of 1910 when he was stationed 
at Troyes. the great evacuation cen- 
ter for the French wounded. 


Afterward Doctor Michel was trans- 
ferred to Lyons and was placed In 
command of a military hospital there 
and promoted to captain.

weather bureau, who point to the topog- 
raphy of our country in explanation,. 
Tornadoes occur 
in 
the Mississippi 
valley, anywhere from the Gulf 
o t 
Mexico to the Canadian line. No por- 
tion of this area is more apt to suffer 
than another, the experts assert. This 
valley opens to the warm waters of 
the gulf on the south and is closed in 
on the west by the high wall of the- 
Rof»ky mountains. 
Warm, 
moisture- 
laden winds from the gulf move north- 
ward in the spring and early su^nmer- 
and encounter the cold north 
and 
northwest winds that sweep down the- 
east wall of the Rockies. 
When the- 
opposing currents meet there is some- 
times formed one of tbose rapidly re- 
volving, funnel-shaped clouds so de- 
structive of life and property. 


Tornadoes travel southwest to north- 
east, and. in addition to their terrific- 
whirling movement, which is too great 
to be measured, have a forward ve- 
locity of from 50 to 60 miles an hour» 
Their path may be from a few hundred 
yards to a mile in width. 


The word "tornado," at first spelled 
"ternado," probably was derived from 
tlio 
Spanish 
tronada, which 
mean» 
thunderstorms. 
"Tornado" may havo 
grown out of an attempt to combine 
this word with the Spanish word tor- 
nar, meaning to "turn," thus making it 
descriptive of a storm that turned or 
twisted.

HINTS FOR 
POULTRY GROWERS 


The first step to eradicate the pests 
which live in cracks and crevices in 
poultry houses is to thoroughly clean 
the house, writes P. F. Schowengerdt 
of the Colorado Agricultural college. 
All litter, nest material and droppings 
should be removed. 
Then spray or 
paint thoroughly the entire surface of 
the house and literally flood all cracks 
and inside of nests with a 5 per cent 
solution of 
cresol. 
Use 
plenty 
of 
jpray and do the work thoroughly. 


Finally it should be remembered that 
nne application of either of these treat- 
ments is not sufilcient. 
Where there 
nre lice and mites there are also eggs 
or "nits" of these same pests. 
A sec- 
ond treatment should be given about 
one week after the first. By this time 
the "nits" will be hatched and the 
treatment will affect them while it did 
not kill the '^nits" at the first applica- 
tion. 


These suggestions followed out will 
relieve the hen of the greater number 
of parasites and will enable her to 
make the best possible use of her feed 
and time. 
It is not profitable to feed 
a hen when lice or mites are gapping 
all the nourishment and vitality from 
her body.

Washington.—Apprentices and cadct 
officers will be placed on all largo ves- 
sels of the American merchant marine, 
to bo trained for higher places, much 
the Pfune as sailor boys wore trained 
to become officers and shipping mer- 
chants in the early days of American 
seagoing, according to a plan to be 
put into execution at once by 
the 
United States shipping board. 


The basis of this plan la a system 
of Individual training 
on 
shipboard 
for American youth capable of rising 
through instruction to a shipping ca- 
reer. the ultimate goal of wliich is the 
position 
of 
shipmaster, 
steamship 
agent or manager, or trade representa- 
tive at home or abroad In the groat 
program of commercial expansion by 
sea by which the country Is to keep 
busy its vast merchant iloct. 


The plan has been devised as an ex- 
tension of the 
wartime 
system 
of 
training 
conducted 
by 
the 
board, 
through which large numbers of Amer- 
ican lads were given brief Intensive 
schooling ou training ships, before be- 
ing sent to sea. 


For Commercial Service. 


This finished product is expected to

DESIGNED FOR T H E CURIOUS 


Not Hard to Trace Origin and Reason 
for the Gazebo in Architectural 
Designs. 


No name could be more descriptive 
than gazebo for a building, whether It 
assume the form of a tower or bal- 
cony, which was erected for the pur- 
pose of enabling anyone to gaze about; 
and there is no need to hunt through 
the pages of a dictionary for the ori- 
gin of so obvious a tenn. Curiosity is 
common to the race, and contrivances 
of all kinds have been 
callcd 
for 
throughout the ages, and will continue 
to be. to enable people to pry Into 
their neighbors' affairs; and architect- 
ural solutions of the problem must al- 
ways be as interesting as they have 
frequently proved most picturesque. 


Doubtless in the remotest antiquity 
such means of prying wore in vogue, 
and the hanging gardens of Babylon 
may have presented replicas of the 
t#wers of Kent or Chambers; but we 
will go no further back for examples 
than Pliny's villa at Laurentum^ 
The 
Plinys, as we know, were of a very 
Inquiring turn of mind, and are most 
appropriately commemorated at Como. 
their supposed birthplace, on the west 
front of the cathedral, by a sculptured 
representation of each engaged in look- 
ing out of a window. Thus it was that 
when Pliny the Younger built his cele- 
brated villa he gave it two towers, and 
as they could be used neither for de- 
fense in such a place nor for smoking 
rooms at such a period, we can only 
suppose them to have .been erected 
to serve as gazebos Avhere he could 
look into the grounds of his neighbors 
and watch their incomings and outgo- 
ings.—J, Travenor Perry in Architect 
(England).

"Shipping men are agreed that if at- 
tainment of our new and enlarging in- 
terest in foreign commerce is to be se- 
cured, we must certainly have a very 
liigh class of American merchant sea- 
men; the same kind we have so ad- 
mirably developed for our navy. 


'*Wc all know of tho higher social 
standard that naturally prevails in 
this country; and, personally, I would 
say that I would not only accept the 
present standards, but I am disposed 
to go a step further, because that is 
the tendency; and if we are to get 
good men and train them to be good 
seamen and then good ofiicers, we 
must see that they are placed under

ance men, retail merchants, or what 
not. 
I want to add to that list tho 
very Important and very alluring oc- 
cupation of tlio pursuit óf the sea.

Few Hundreds Only Are Suffering 
From War's Strange 
Malady. 


MANY RESTORED BY PEACE 


All Victims Will Be Completely Re- 
covered in a Year, Says Surgeon 
General's Office—Less Than 
1,000 Cases to Be Treated. 


AVasbington.—Fear that the nation 
will haVa ft big problem ou its iuinds 
in the care of soldiers sufCering from 
shell shock is utterly without foun- 
dation, declared Col. Peace liailey of 
the surgeon general's oilice. Amplify- 
ing the statement before the senate 
military committee that hundreds of 
victims of the strange disease actually 
recovered at the signing of the armis- 
tice, 
Colonel Bailey 
expressed 
the 
opinion that so far as present knowl- 
edge of the malady indicates, practi-

Less Than Thousand Cases. 


Reports received here are that there 
are now less than a thousand cases 
of shell shock to be treated, t'fianks to 
the Improved methods by which the 
United Slates army combatod tho af- ^ 
fliction. 
Preparations had been made 
to take care of 2,500 cases, sent to this 
side by March 1, but since hostilities 
ceased word from France shows there 
are only 300 cases there requiring 
treatment in this country. 
There are 
probably about the same number en 
route home. 


It is accepted hero that the drop in 
the expected number of sufferers was 
due directly to tho news of Germany's 
surrender. 
The only explanation for 
this is the removal from the sufferers 
of 
apprehension 
that 
they 
would 
again be subjected to an ordeal that, 
acting on the minds, actually twisted 
tlieir bodies out of siiape. 


Serious as have been the ravages of 
shell shock among the trorps. said 
Colonel Bailey, described by Surgeon 
General Ireland as one of the coun- 
try's leading psychiatrists, nie United 
States forccs have not suifered to the 
extent those of the other allies have. 
This is due largely to the fact that 1)3 
per cent of the cases developing have 
been cured in the field hospliuls by the 
prompt treatment provided. 


Given Special Treatment. 
The 
more seriously 
ailllcted 
are 
brought to this country and seut to 
Plattsburg, N. Y., where there is a 
special hospital of 1.500 beds. Within 
a short time after admittance most 
patients avow they are regaining their 
normal condition, and after observa- 
tion indicates that t)ils is so, they are 
removed to a casual detachment at the 
hospital for brief uadltional observa- 
tion. 
Wlien It is evident they have 
recovered they are sent to camps near 
their homes to be mustered out. 


The rapidity with which cabes are 
being cleared through Piatisburg con- 
vinces Colonel Bailey that tliere will 
bo few permanently disabled by the 
disease. 
This is in marktid contrast 
to the situation in Jiagland where 
there are 20,000 shell shock victims ou 
the pension roils, 


Colonel Bailey revealed that, con- 
trary to the general belief, ßhüli öliock 
docs not neoessurlly come from heavy 
cannonading. 
Proof of this it^ found 
in the fuct that from 10 to 12 per ceut 
of the casualties in the Chateau 
erry lighting were sliell ^ihoek, mo>t of 
these men havinjr been exposed ^nJy

This money is placed in the 
hands of the State and Ihe salary due 
a teacher at the time of i*etirement 
will be paid by the State Board.

total enrollment in the State system
